Declared If Military Pro- 
tection Is Not Afforded 
At Once Armenian Na- 
tion Will Be Crushed to 
Shame of Allies. 


Paris, July 80.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.)\—Turks and Tartars 
are moving upon the Armenians 
from three sides. They have cut off 
the American relief supplies and 
threaten all the remaining Armetn- 
fans with éxtermination unless ad- 
ditional military protection is af- 
forded, according to dispatches fro 1 
Major Joseph C. Green, of Cincin- 
nati, who is directing the American 
relief administration’s work from 
Tiflis, 

Herbert Hoover, director-general 
immediately subr..:tted 
Major Green's message to the peace 
confeernce, which already had simi- 
lar reports from other American 
,, aand British «servers. 

Major Green, under date of July 
23, senda the following from Tiflis: 

“Had a long conference with the 
Armenian’ president today. The Sit- 
vation Is worse. The Turkish army, 
well prepared, and Tartars are ad- 
vaneing from three sides. If mili- 
tary protection is not afforded to 
Armenia immediately the disaster 
will be more terrible than the mas- 
sacre in 1915, and the Armenian na- 
tion will be crushed, to the ever- 
lasting shame of the allies. 

„Relief work is impossible in the 
present situation unless order is re- 
stored. Cannot something be done 
to have the British forces in the 
Caucasus intervene to save Ar- 
menia?” 

Under date of July 24, Major Green 
telegraphs: 

“The Turks and Tartars are ad- 
vancing in the districts of Karabagh

MAIL GLERK HELD 
ON THEFT CHARGE 


B. M. Mason Is Bound 
Over, Accused of Steal- 
ing $3,500 in Currency 
From Registered Mail 
Bag.

But Second Highway Bill, 
to Provide Road Build- 
ing Revenue, Defeated 
at Afternoon Session. 


FRIENDS OF MEASURE |

Friends of highway legislation in 
Georgia won a great victory and 
suffered u temporary setback in the 
house yesterday when the first of 
the highway bills providing for a 
state highway commission of three 
was passed by the overwhelming 
majority of 125 to 26, and when, at 
the afternoon session, the second 
measure, looking to the raising of 


the necessary revenue for state road 


construction, by increased automo- 
bile license taxes, was defeated for 
the time being by the failure to se- 
cure a constitutional majority. 

The first bill was immediately 
transmitted to the senate, while no- 
tice was given of a motion to re- 
consider the second and its friends 
are still very hopeful of securing its 
passage unamended at this session. 

Slight Opposition. 

Aftér the adoption with scarcely 
any opposition of a number of 
amendments framéd to meet the ob- 
jections of country members that 
the highway commission reorganiza- 
tion bill might favor the preferen- 
tial construction of roads connect - 
ing the leading citles of the state 
to the disadvantage of their eonstit- 
uents, the measure was passed on 
a show of hands vote. 

A motion of Stewart, of Atkinson, 
calling for the yeas and nays, 
failed to secure the mecessary one- 
fifth vote of the house. By a vote 
of 102 to 9, the bill was then im- 
mediately transmitted to the senate. 
This prevented further delay in the 
consideration of the other bills by 
cutting off any attempt to recon- 
sider. 

Effect of Amendments. 

The main effect of the amend- 
ments adopted was to change the 
bill from a combination of county- 
seat-to-county-seat road construc- 
tion and main traffic line construc- 
tion to a county-seat-to-county-seat 
plan throughout. These amend- 
ments were by Messrs. Rogers, of 
Elbert, and Carswell, of Wilkinson, 
and were aimed at giving the back 
counties and border counties the 
advantage of good road construction 
as promptly as those that were on 
the main arteries of traffic connect- 
ing the leading cities of the state. 

As the plan contained in the bill 
originally contemplated the connect- 
ing up of all the county seats in the 
state through the construction of 
4,800 miles of paved highway, the ob- 
jections raised by the country mem- 
bers were met by the whole body 
and the “main traffic line” features 
stricken. A amendment of Mr. 
Carswell limited each county to two 
himproved instead of making it two 
for some counties and four for oth- 
ers as originally provided. This 
amenment, too, was adopted with a 
view to putting all the counties on 
an equal basis.

As predicted in The Constitution 
of yesterday, a motion to reconsid- 
er was made when the order 
of unfinished business was reached 
renewing the fight of the day before 
on the issue of a board of three 
or of twelve.

Remarkable Letter Writ- 
ten by W. R. Castle, of 
State Department, in 
Regard to Return From 
France of Bodies of Sol- 
diers. 


Washington, July 30.—Chairman 
Porter, of the house foreign affairs 
committee, sharply denounced today 
a letter written to him by W. R. 
Castle, of the state department, say- 
ing, among other things, that re- 
quests to the war department for 
return from France of the bodies of 
American seldiers were made in al- 
most every instance by relatives 
who “are quite uneducated and un- 
thinking.” 

Castle, a native of Boston, and 
formerly with the American Red 
Cross, was summoned before the 
committee to explain the letter. 
Representative Connally, democrat, 
Texas, protested against the exami- 
nation and later, on motion of Rep- 
resentative Houghton, republican, 
New York, the whole proceedings 
were expunged from the record, 
after Castle had admitted the letter 
was “stupid and exaggerated” and 
had expressed a desire to with- 
draw it. 

Before Castle appeared General 
March, chief of staff; Assistant Sec- 
retary of State Phillips, and Adju- 
tant General Harrison informed the 
committee that under an agreement 
between the United States and

Situation Looked So Se- 
rious at Nightfall That 
Mayor Called on Gov- 
ernor to Use Soldiers. 


Chicago, July 30.— Chicago streets 
tonight were patrolled by soldiers 
called out by Governor Lowden at 
the request of Mayor Thompson for 
the protection of life and property 
threatened by the race war which 
for four days has terrorized the, city. 

The state troops established a 
barred zone about three miles square 
embracing most of the negro resi- 
dential district on the south side. 
In this zone they searched all per- 
sons they met for weapons. No one 
could pass in or out without mili- 
tary permission. The district ex- 
tended roughly from 22d street to 
55th street, north and south, and 
from Michigan boulevard to West- 
worth avenue, east and west. 

While riots in the negro district 
itself had somewhat subsided, there 
was an alarming spread of disturb- 
ances outside. Néw York Central 
railroad officials reported all their 
trains being fired on. 

Adjutant General Dickson, after a 
trip through the threatened dis- 
trict, declared that the situation was 
ominous and this view was shared 
by the mayor's secretary, who ac- 
companied him. 

“From what I have seen this aft- 
ernoon and evening, I should judge 
the situation and temperament of 
the people is more serious than it 
was at this time the night be- 
fore,” said the adjutant general. 

Negroes Ask fer Protection, 

Hundreds of negroes appealed for 
protection.

Washington, July 30.— Union la- 
bor, at least that part of it repre-. 
sented by the Brotherhood of Locos 
motive Engineers, appealed directly 
to President Wilson today to take 
immediate action to reduce the cost 
of living. The president was told 
that this was the only means of 

eliminating the “vicious circle” of 
higher prices and higher wages in 
which the country has been trav- 
eling since the war. 

The proposition that the work- 
men of the country would be more

The meeting, precedent-making 
both in the annals of the 
white house and the history 
of union labor, lasted for more 
than an hour.

Starting with an expression of 
opinion that the situation which 
confronts the wage earner as the 
result of present high cost of liv- 
ing, “is brought about mainly by 
conscienceless profiteering in 
necessaries of life,” the statement 
laid before the president urges 
that he immediately inaugurate ex- 
ecutive action to remedy it.” 

Another Increase

WHILE WORLD WAITS, 
SENATE KEEPS UP FIGHT 


Claimed That If Politics 
and Personal Grievances 
Against Wilson Were 
Eliminated Senate Could 
Agree in Day on Satis- 
factory Form for Ratifi- 
cation of Treaty.

Washington, July 30.—The United 
States is being placed in the posi- 
tion of blocking virtually all steps 
toward a readjustment of the world. 
and particularly of Europe, to a 
basis of peace. 

There are growing indications 
that the allied powers are waiting 
to see what their “associate,” the 
United States, is going to do with 
the treaty: before they themselves 
take definite action. France, it is 
stated authoritatively, may not 
ratify the German treaty until she 
knows what the United States in- 
tends to do with the special treaty 
guaranteeing immediate protection 
to France in the event 
provoked movement of aggression 
by Germany. 

The nations of Europe—in¢cluding 
the enemy powers—are waiting to 


learn if President Wilson spoke for 


the people of the United States in 
Paris, or if he spoke only for him- 
self and his own ideals. It is cer- 
tain Germany will not take the 
treaty seriously until she sees the 
manner in which it is ratified by the 
United States senate. Germany 
knows that without the whole-soul- 
ed support of the United States her 
European enemies will not be able 
to enforce the fulfillment of all the 
provisions of the treaty. 
‘Waiting on United States. 

It is doubtful if the people of 
the United States themselves realize 
the influential role this country 
must play in Europe in the future, 
or have grasped how inextricably 
the treaty has fnterwoven the United 
States with the tangled affairs of 
the old world. The presence of 
President Wilson, the chief execu- 
tive of the nation, made the United 
States the leading power at the 
peace table, and under these cir- 
cumstances it is but natural. that 
friends and foes alike in Europe 
should mark time until the United 
States acts. 

While the world thus waits to see 
what the most powerful of the allied 
and associated group of nations in- 
tends to do before framing individ- 
ual programs in support of interna- 
tional arrangements, the senate of 
the United States, now all-powerful 
so far as the treaty is concerned, 
announces in effect that the world 
can continue to wait, regardless of 
consequences, until the senators 
weary themselves with playing pol- 
itics and until some of the senators 
at least even up a few old scores 
with Mr. Woodrow Wilson. 

Eliminate politics and a few per- 
sonal grievances against the presi- 
dent from the situation and the 
United States senate could agree in 
a single day to a satisfactory form 
of ratification of the treaty of 
peace and the covenant of the league 
of nations. 

Te Held Up Treaty for Mentha. 

Every one in Washington knows 
how the treaty fight will end, un- 
less some untoward happening in 
Europe should completely change 
the situation. The treaty will be 
ratified with a few reservations or 
interpretations, which will not re- 
quire the consent of any of the 
other nations, but which will make 
the attitude of the United States 
perfectly plain. These interpreta- 
tions will be based upon the Root- 
Taft-Hughes-Hays programs, which 
coincide at many points and offer 
— basis of a satisfactory akree- 
ment.

Rioting in Many Piaces.

Before the troops were ordered 
out, rioting broke out at several 
places and police were called on to 
run down negroes reported in auto- 
mobiles and firing promiscuously 
on whites. 

In Twenty-fourth street, three ne- 
groes in an automobile fired at 
whites on the sidewalk and in the 
street. A white man was wounded 
while reading a newspaper in a 
barber shop, and a white boy was 
wounded when negroes fired at a 
group of children playing in the 
street. : 

Reports were also received that a 
number of automobile trucks filled 
with white men were being driven 
about south side streets outside the 
negro district trying to stir up anti- 
negro sentiment. 

No funerals for the negro victims 
of the riots have been held. Negro 
undertakers are afraid to go to the 


city hall to obtain burial permits, , 


city officials said today. 

While the sidewalk about the city 
hall was piled high with boxes of 
regulation army riles, designed for 
high school cadet drill, and taken 
by the authorities for safe keeping, 
a young negro with an open knife 
was chased through the corridors of 
the city hall by a number of white 


men. 
Two Mexienns Attacked. 


Among reports received by police 
the south side was 
one that a number of white men 
riding in what appeared to be an 
army truck were firing shots along 
Grand boulevard, a spacious park- 
way. Windows in the home of a 
negro doctor were broken by the 
bullets. Other firing, with both ne- 
groes and whites implicated, was 
reported. 7 

Two Mexicans were attacked by 
white men who believed them to 
be negroes, and both were seriously 
injured. 

The police on duty at the stock 
yards were reinforced tonight by 
500 special guards sworn in at po- 


lice headquarters to protect plants 


where negroes are employed. 

There were four deaths and a 
score of persons wounded or beaten 
in continued rioting today. The vut- 
breaks were widely scattered. Of 
the four deaths, all of which were 
the result of shooting, two were the 
result of ‘wounds received in the 
rioting on Monday and Tuesday 
nights. 

Tonight the official death list for 
four days showed 30, of whom 17 
were negroes. 0 

White Woman Shoots Negro, 

A white woman tot a negro in 
the side on South Wabash avenue 
this afternoon. She escaped uni- 
dentified. 

Few negroes went to work to- 
day. The riots and the street car 
strike gave them double excuse for 
remaining home. The most serious- 
ly affected district was the stock 
yards, where only half the working 
forces reported, despite heavy police 
guards along the chief thorough- 
fares leading to the yards. The 
negroes evidently kept under cover, 
as almost none appeared on the 
streets and the railroads reported 
that there had been no noticeable 
exodus of blacks from the city. 
Reports that the 75,000 southern ne- 
groes who came to Chicago to get 
the high war wages had begun to 
drift south again, were scouted by 
railroad men. 

NO BOLSHEVISM 
IN RACIAL RIOTS. . 

Washington, July 30.—Recent race 
troubles in Washington, Chicago 
and other cities were due solely to 
local conditions and were not in- 
spired by Bolshevik or other radi- 
cal propaganda in the opinion of 
Attorney General Palmer. Mr. 


Palmer said today reports to the 
department of justice had not 


shown any reason why the depart- |

AIRPLANES DESTROYED 
VALUED AT $1,000,000 


Many of the Machines 
Had Seen But Little 
Service—None of the 
Witnesses Could Give 
Any Reason for Fire. 


New York, July 30.— 4 “million 
dollar fire,” in which 100 or more 
serviceable airplanes were destroy- 
ed by order of American army offi- 
cers was described by several wit- 
nesses who appeared today before 
the house sub-committee which is 
investigating cruelties to prisoners 
and other alleged army irregulari- 
ties. The hearing was conducted by 
Representative Royal C. Johnson, 
of South Dakota, and Representa- 
tive Oscar E. Bland, of Indiana, re- 
publicans. The third member of 
the sub-committee, Representative 
Henry Flood, of Virginia, democrat, 
was not present. 

The destruction of the airplanes 
took place at Colombey-Les-Belles, 
near Toul, and details of the fire 
were supplied by several former 
non-commissioned officers and men 
of the air service who were in the 
French village at the time. None 
of the witnesses could give any 
reason for the fire or tell under 
whose orders it had been conducted. 

Witness Tells of Bonfire. 

The first witness, Paul L. Lock- 
wood, of Stamford, Conn., formerly 
a lieutenant of aviation in the First 
pursuit group, testified that upon 
returning to America he met a num- 
ber of his colleagues in Garden City 
who told him that the planes had 
been damaged and then burned. The 
engines were chopped out, the wit- 
ness, who estimated that the sal- 
only the gas tanks and radiators 
being saved. While the fire was in 
progress, armed guards patrolled 
the vicinity to prevent photographs 
being taken, according to the wit- 
ness, who estimated that the sal- 
vaged parts were worth about 15 
‘cents each.” Some of the machines, 
he had been told, had been flown 
only twenty minutes. 

Detailed Men for Burning. 

Alfred T. Rorer, who was a first 
sergeant in the First pursuit group, 


was at Colombes-Les-Belles in May, 
he received orders to detail from 50 
to 75 men for this work of de- 
struction. When he left the camp 
to return home, he said, the work 
of destruction was still going on, 
and he saw the ruins of a number 
of the planes. 

At the opening of the hearing, 

Representative Johnson announced 
that a cable message from Gen- 
eral Pershing to General March, 
chief of staff, in which the head of 
the American expeditionary forces 
denied that any destruction had 
taken place, would be read into the 
record. The cable message was not 
available until after the hearing had 
closed and then proved to be mere- 
ly a denial of a reported burning 
of automobiles and damage to other 
war material at St. Nazaire. 
The investigation into the air- 
plane fire closed the hearings of the 
sub-committee in the United States. 
The inquiry will be continued in 
France next month, 


PERMITS TO CONTROL 
SHIPMENTS OF GRAIN 


Washington, July 30.—The permit 
system devised by the railroad ad- 
ministration and the grain corpora- 
tion for controlling the shipment of 
this year’s record grain crop will 
be put into effect August 1. 

As previously indicated, instead 
of the individual permit system in 
force last year, a blanket system 
will be put into operation at the 
outset. Unless it develops that this 
plan does not accomplish the de- 
sired purpose of regulating the flow 
of grain to the capacity of elevators 
and the ability of ocean tonnage to 
move it, the individual permit sys- 
tem will not be substituted.

Senator Harding, who is a mem- 
ber of the foreign relations commit- 
tee, made a brief statement, saying 
Mr. Wilson had emphasized the pos- 
sibility that senate reservations 
might encourage other nations to 
qualify their acceptance of the

Until todax when he saw Senator 
Harding, President Wilson had in- 
vited to the white house none of 
the republican members of the com- 
mittee except Senator McCumber, 
Nor Dakota, who openly is a 
league supporter. Senator Harding 
has made no announcement of his 
attitude in the senate, although in 
the committee he has lined up on 
collateral issues with those who op- 
pose unreserved ratfication.

Tomorrow the president will see 
Senator New, Indiana, another re- 
publican member of the committee, 
who has indicated that he will vote 
against the treaty unless reserva- 
tions are adopted. The other repub- 
licans with whom Mr. Wilson has 
appointments for tomorrow are 
Senators Watson, Indiana, and 
Keyes, New Hampshire. 


Wilson Expects Jap Statement, 

President Wilson told the repub- 
lican senators that he is “hourly 
expecting” some statement from 
Japan on the Shantung settlement 
that will greatly clarify that ques- 
tion. 

Senator Dillingham said after he 
left the white house that he was 
impressed that the president was 
disappointed that Japan had not al- 
ready made the statement on Shan- 
tung. He said the president sug- 
gested to him that some hitch must 
have occurred, but that he did not 
know what it was. 

Senator Dillingham said the presi- 
dent told him that he is not op- 
posed to the principle behind the 


proposed reservations to the treaty, 
but that he believed it would be em- 
barrassing and humiliating for the 
United States to have to send the 
treaty back to Germany and ask 
Germany to make concessions by 
agreeing to the reservations, 
Senator Dillingham told the pres- 
ident that the treaty would be 
speedily ratified if the president 
would agree to reservations. The 
conference was very pleasant and it 


covered a wide range, said the sen- 


ator.

Senator Harding said that his 
talk with the president had not

in the war. One senator alone has 
stated he would offer no less than 
seventy amendments during the con- 
sideration of the treaty on the sen- 
ate floor. 
Will Cause Uneasiness. 

The fragmentary press reports ot 
these amendments which will be 
sent abroad undoubtedly will cause 
much misunderstanding and uneasi- 
ness. The long deliberations of the 
senate and the offering of hundreds 
of amendments may make it appear 
to Europe that the treaty is being 
cut to pieces in the senate, and un- 
der such circumstances Germany can 
hardly be expected to show any un- 
due haste in complying with the 
terms as they exist. i 

Probably not more than ten of 
the ninety-six members of the sen- 
ate are in favor of this program of 
long delay and hopeless attempts to 
kill the treaty by amendment. Yet 
these ten determined men can carry 
out their program until they ex- 
haust their own physical powers 
and the patience of the whole people 
of the country. 

Thus, although a satisfactory so- 
lution is in sight—one which would 
command the votes of two-thirds of 
the republicans and all but two or 
three of the democrats—snow prob- 
ably will fly before the radicals per- 
mit the common-sense program to 
be carried out. 


The committee on foreign rela- 


tions has determined for one thing 


to conduct exhaustive hearings, be- 
ginning tomorrow morning. The 
committee says it is going to show 
the world how an open ratification 
of a treaty can be openly arrived at. 
Not only will the committee con- 
duct open hearings, as was an- 
nounéed yesterday, but it will con- 
sider amendments in open session 
and vote upon them in the open. 
Occasionally there may be an execu- 
tive session of the committee just 
as judges often meet in chambers, 
but to all intents and purposes the 
consideration of the treaty from 
this time on will be entirely in the 
open. 
Lansing to Be Called. 


The committee has decided to call 
Secretary of State Lansing as a 
witness at an early date and to ques- 
tion him at great length as to the 
affairs of the peace conference. The 
decision to call Mr. Lansing is re- 
garded as the committee’s response 
to the offer of the president to ap- 
pear before it. The controlling sen- 
ators of the committee probably 
hope the president feels slighted. 
Their bitterness against him knows 
no bounds. 

Secretary Lansing probably will 
be grilled as to the Shantung agree- 
ment. He is said to have signed 
a report adverse to the claims of 
Japan to the German rights in the 
peninsula, the paper bearing the 
signature of Henry White and Gen- 
eral Bliss. 

Secretary Lansing probably will 
be able to enlighten the committee

Alleged Treaty Begins 
Entangling Alliances 
and Violates Provision 
That Only Congress Can 
Declare War. 


TREATY IS HARMLESS, 
ACCORDING TO WILSON 


But Some Senators Do 
Not See It That Way, 
and It Is Claimed That 
Treaty Will Be Radical- 
‘ly Amended. 


Washington, July 30.—It became 
apparent today that there will be a 
bitter fight in the senate over the 
special defensive treaty with France 
submitted for ratification yesterday 
by President Wilson. Although 
most of the senators reserved judg- 
ment, it became apparent that the 
treaty’s ratification would be bit- 
terly contested. 

Two objections about which de- 
bate is expected to center are that 
the treaty departs from the tradi- 
tion of no entangling alliances, 
and that it violates the constitu- 
tional provision that congress alone 
can declare war. Those who base 
their opposition on the latter 
ground declare that by the promise 
to go to the aid of France immedi- 
ately in case of an unprovoked at- 
tack on her from Germany, all fu- 
ture congresses would be deprived 
of their power to decide for war or 
peace whenever the treaty terms 
were invoked. 

What Wilson Leaders Say. 

To this administration leaders 
reply that the United States has 
made similar promises to go to war 
under certain circumstances in the 
past, citing the treaty by which this 
country guaranteed Panama’s inde- 
pendence and the Monroe doctrine, 
which, they argue, gave notice that 
the free republics of this hemis- 
phere would be defended against 
old world aggression at any cost. 
They also declare congress often 
had been bound by treaty to appro- 
priate money, make tariff laws and 
exercise other powers vested in it 
by the constitution. 

Interest in the subject was in- 


creased by today’s dispatches from | 


Paris saying that leaders in the 
chamber of deputies were disposed 
to delay ratification of the Ver- 
sailles treaty untilf the American 
senate had acted on the defensive 
treaty. Opposition senators de- 
clared the development gave color 
to their charge that the promise to 
aid France was given in return for 


French support of the league of na- 


tions. 
Treaty to Be Amended. 

That the treaty will be amended 
so that it will only pledge the Unit- 
ed States to go to France’s aid, and 
not “bind” the United States to send 
an army to France in case of unpro- 
voked aggression by Germany, 
which the treaty as submitted to 
the senate yesterday provides, was 
predicted today by republican sen- 
ators. 

Senator Knox, republican, of 
Pennsylvania, said that he was op- 
posed to article 3 of the French 
treaty, which provides that the 
treaty must be submitted to the 
council of the league of nations, 
which body is required to recognize 
it before it could become effective 
and which would abrogate it. 

Senator Knox said that Article 
III. would deprive the United States 
of an attribute of sovereignty, the 
right to enter into treaty relations 
with any other country, and give 
this power of control over treaties 
to the league of nations. He said 
the provision would never be per- 
mitted to become a part of the 
treaty. 

Senator Knox, in discussing the 
French treaty, also manifested some 
curiosity as to the responsibility 
for the suggestion that the treaty- 
making right of the United States 
should be subject to the will of the 
league of nations. His curiosity, 
said the senator, was as to whether 
the proposal came from the presi- 
dent of the United States or from 
the French representatives. 

Wiison on French Tregty. 

President Wilson was quoted to- 
day by Senator Dillingham, repub- 
lican, of Vermont, as saying. that 
while he wants the senate to rati- 
fy the treaty with France in order 
to cement the friendship between 
the two nations, he does not believe 
that the treaty is necessary if the 
league of nations is formed. 

Senator Dillingham said the pres- 
ident told him that he considers the 
French treaty to be only a supple- 
ment to the league of nations and 
that the league of nations would 
be entirely adequate to meet any 


unprovoked attack upon France by 
Germany. 


The president said that he agreed: 


to the French treaty, Senator Dil- 
lingham said, in order to satisfy 
the French people, who demanded 
it. The French people insisted upon 
it, Senator Dillingham said the pres- 
ident told him, as they wanted the 


—" 


additional protection against Ger- 
many. The president told him, 

Dillingham said, that he 
considered the French treaty harm- 
less, and that he agreed to it be- 
cause he believed it was a generous 
thing to do. 

The president urged Senator Dil- 
lingham to support the ratifica- 
tion of the treaty with France as he 
believed it would serve a good pur- 
pose in cementing the friendship 
of France and the United States, 
the senator said. 


Just an Alliance, Says Borah. 

Although the president has taken 
the position that the treaty is not 
properly an alliance, Senator Borah, 
republican, Idaho, and others main- 
tain that it has all the force of the 
alliances which have been common 
among European nations. In the 
view of this group the treaty wil 
be even more in -contradiction of 
American traditions than article ten 
of the league of nations covenant 
under which the members of the 
league would ‘undertake to respect 
and preserve as against external Ak- 
gression the territorial integrity” 
of all members of the league. 

In view of the admini-tration nei 
ther article ten nor the French trea. 
ty would go further than the Mon- 
roe doctrine in curtailing the power 
of congress to declare war. They 
argue that while a moral obliga- 
tion is jmposed by such agreements. 
it is left to congress in any spe- 
cific case to decide before declariag 
war or refusing to do so whether 
the time has come td fulfill that 
obligation. 


FRENCH WAIT 
AMERICAN ACTION. 


Paris, July 30.—(By the Associat- 
ed Press.) —A disposition to delay 
final action on ratification of tne 
German peace treaty until the Unit- 
ed States senate acts on the Franco- 
American military treaty, was indi- 
cated today by those in touch with 
the situation, to represent the ma- 
jority view of the chamber of depu- 
ties’ peace treaty committee. For- 
mer Premier Rene Viviani, chair- 
man of the committee, expressed 
the opinion that examination of the 
treaty would be completed in time 
for it to be discussed in the cham- 
ber about August 11. Debate on it, 
it was said, probably would con- 
tinue for three weeks in the cham- 
ber, and the senate, so that a vote 
might be taken by the end of Au- 
gust unless, as suggested, action 
should be delayed pending the Unit- 
ed States senate’s action on the 
Franco-American treaty. 

Premier Clemenceau, accompanied 
by Captain Andre Tardieu, attended 
the meeting of the committee of 
the chamber of d- which is 
considering the peace treaty and 
brought written replies to questions 
formulated by the committee re- 
garding the left bank of the Rhine.

Pescador recently resigned as di- 
rector general of railways, and Colo- 
nel Paulino Fontes, manager of thé 
Southeast railways; was appointed 
to succeed him July 8. 

Grafting is Charged. 

Washington, July 30.— Reports of 
graft in connection with operation 
of the Mexican railways have been 
current for some months and have 


reached the state department. 

Felipe Pescador, who succeeded 
Alberto J. Pani as director general 
of all the railway lines in Mexico, 
was removed from office about three 
weeks ago. David M. Morris, who 
it is said here is a Mexican and not 
an American, was director of the 
Federal Express system. He also 
was removed recently from office. 

A situation developed, it was 
learned today, by which the express 
system was the only organization 
which could get freight cars through 
to their destinations and therefore 
practically all the freight business 
of the republic was handled by the 
e company. It has been 
charged publicly that the express 
company got 45,000,000 pesos in two 
years and a half operation. 

After the removal of Pescador and 
Morris, reports of graft became seri- 
ous, and an energetic préss cam- 
paign demanding an investigation 
was inaugurated, and on July 19 an 
investigation was ordered and the 
public prosécutor turned the case 
over to the sixth district court in 
Mexico City,. which today ordered 
the arrest of Pescador and Morris. 

The forms of graft charged were 
various, including the stripping of 
the cars of all their woodwork and 
iron equipment, leaving the wreck- 
age on the tracks. Hundreds of 
these cars, it is reported, have been 
discovered outside of Nuevo Laredo, 
near the American boundary, and 
other hundreds in the interior. 

Another form of graft alleged is 
that all the ties for all railroad 
work in the Mexican republic had 
Ping supplied from Pescador’s es- 
ate. 

The railways were seized by Car- 
ranza under war powers granted 
him when he first came into power 
in Mexico and before his election as 
president. These powers have never 
been rescinded by congress arid the 
railways have never turned in a 
penny to the stockholders’ since 
their seizure. The receipts have 
been supposed to be used as a part 
of the federal revenues but have 
not been segregated in any report 
made by the Mexican treasury de- 
partment.

inglx voted down, sought through an 
amendment offered by Mr. Wohl- 
Wender, of Muscogeé, to completely 
emasculate the bill and force even 
its friends to vote it down by put- 
ting the administration of the funds 
to be derived from the creatly * 
creased license taxes in the hands 
of the sour ited rather than in Fat 
of a centrally organized state high- 
wav commission. They saw in this 
a body blow -aimed at the very 
eart of the bill passed in the morn- 
ne and a lapse_to the very system 
which the federal government had 
condemned, and under which the 
state had failed to receive the sums 
for good roads accruing to it under 
the federal government. 


Would Destrey Effect. 

The bitterest fight of the day was 
made on this amendment on which 
the ayes and nays were called. Mr. 
DuBose, of Clarke, in charge of the 
bill, divided the twenty minutes al- 
lowed him for the conclusion of the 
debate on the amendment between 
Mr. Burt, of Dougheray, one of the 
authors of the bill; r. Mundy, of 
Polk, Mr. Carswell, of Wilkinson, 
and Judge Covington, of Colquitt. 
All of these speakers urged that the 
pasgare of such an amendment was 
n direct conflict with the law en- 
acted at the morning session, would 
Gontroy its effect and put the state 
right back under the old inefficient 
system, except that it would give 
county officials moré than ten times 
as much money to waste as they 
have now. 

By skilfully appealing to the 
prejudice between the large and 
small counties, the advocates of this 
amendment undoubtedly succeeded 
in drawing away a number of the 
friends of real highway legislation, 
but with all the attempted array 
of prejudice between town and 
country they were decisively beaten 
on a roll call vote by 88 to 68. A 
number of those who had voted 
with these leaders on previous roll 
calls left them and voted against 
the -amendment. 

Mr. Rogers, of Elbert. who sin- 
cerely advocated and believed in a 
twelve-man highway board, and 
who, at the morning session, had 
proposed a somewhat similar amend- 
ment in advocating the work be 
started simultaneously in all the 
counties, but who is a sincere 
friend of effective highway legisla- 
tion, at this session now parted 
company with his old associates 
and voted against the Wohlwender 
amendment. 

Issue: Settled. 


In explaining his vote he declared 
that he saw an effort was being 
made to defeat highway legislation 
by these amendments. The issue 
had already been settled and he 
saw nothing to be gained for good 
roads in an effort to upset what had 
already been done at the morning 
session. 

The arguments of those who 
claimed that the automobile license 
fees in the bill were too high were 
answered by Messrs. Carswell, Lank- 
ford, Knight and others with the 
showing that the measure had been 
before the public and had been 
thoroughly canvassed for six months 
and yet no opposition had been 
heard of coming from the farmers 
or owners of automobiles in cities. 
As to the allegation made that the 
license fees were so high as to be 
prohibitive on trucks of more than 
seven tons, south Georgia members 
declared that these large trucks had 
done thousands of dollars worth of 
damage to roads in their counties in 
a few months’ time and the highest 
fee was only $1,500. If the charges 
were prohibitive it would be all the 
better that they should be so. 


have themselves taxed for good 
roads unless these roads were pro- 
tected against damage and those 
who did the severest damage com- 
pelled to pay at least a part of it. 
What the farmers wanted, the 


| speakers urged. was good roads, and 


they were perfectly willing to pay 
for them. 

Mr. Davis, of Oglethorpe, made a 
speech in opposition to the tax bill 
as he had to the reorganization of 
the highway department yesterday. 
He opposed the bill first as class 
legislation, he said, and secondly, as 
directly contrary to the interest of 
the farmer in making it all the more 
difficult for him to secure farm 
labor. 

Ak Labor Question. 


“Where are you going to get the 
labor from with which you expect 
to build these roads?” he inquired. 
„Will not most of it come from the 
farms, depleting them of hands and 
making it all the more difficult and 
expensive for them to secure the 
necessary labor with wh to 
make their crops? You w cer- 
tainly hear from them when they 
find out what you have done for 
them. The man in the backwoods 
whom your paved hizhwavs will 
never reach, whose grandchildren 
will get no benefit from your good 
road legislation. will remember you 
when he pays five times the tax on 
his little automobile and finds the 
labor that he had depended on to 
make his crons off building paved 
highways miles away from bim 
which he will never see.“ 

Not in this conneetion but to an- 
other opponent, Mra Carswell, who 
claims for himself’ the honor of 
being the biegest “rube” in the 
house and hailing from the poorest 
county with the best people in the 
state. raised a laugh. when he di- 
rected the question: 

“Tan’t all the opposition to this 
measuré coming. from you fellows 
who are seeking to ride into office 
on a flivver? “ 

The house adjourned at 6:40 to 
meet at 9 o’clock this morning.

Chicago, July 30.—Following con- 
ference today between representa- 
tives of the 15,000 striking street 
railway men and Governor Lowden, 
announcement was made that the 
compromise agreement rejected by 
the men Monday night, when they 
voted an immediate strike, would 
be submitted Friday night for a 
referendum vote. 

Both the heads of the companies 
and the union officials charged 
radicals dominated Monday night's 
meeting and prevented the rank 
and file from calmly expressing 
their best judgment. 

Unless’ some means is found 
to get the workers back on the 
cars pending their final decision 
on the proposition, Chicago faces 
at least two more days of the strike. 
A referendum, if taken Friday night 
and resulted favorably to accep- 
tance of the proposition, probably 
would be completed in time to start 
cars Saturday morning. 

In the meantime thousands of 
Chicagoans must walk long dis- 
tances and other thousands pay toll 
to the “bus men,” who have jumped 
at the profits.to be made by op- 
erating automobiles and trucks. 

The second day of the strike saw 
four hundred business men on duty 
as traffic officers, filling the de- 
serted posts of the traffic police- 
men, who have been on race riot 
duty for three days. The streets 
were congested with motor traffic, 
the steam roads continued to op- 
erate extra cars and trains, and 
the greater part of Chicago found 
ways of getting to work and busi- 
ness for the most part went on as 
usual. 

No serious accident had marked 
the. strike, nor violence worthy of 
mention.

SUBMARINE SINKS

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Af n bitter debate in which 
hs of corrupt legislation were 
made, the cotton futures act, intro- 
duced Senator Clements of the 
15th, was tabled by the senate Wed- 
nesday. This bill prescribes and 


regulates the laws dealing with cot- 
ton futures in Georgia and makes 
the state future laws conform to 


the federal futures act. 

The bill was bitterly attacked by 
Senator Ennis of the 20th who de- 
clared that its passage would bank- 
“Tt 
is the most harmful and corrupt 
piece of legislation ever brought be- 


fore a Georgia legislature and is 


only an effort of the bucket shop- 
pers to reopen their gambling dens,” 
the senator declared. ; 

The attack was not a personal one 
upon the authors of the bill, the sen- 
ator from the 20th brought out. “The 
friends of this bill do not in all 
probability realize its full signifi- 
cance,” he declared. 

Elders Supports Bill. 

Senator Elders made a speech in 
favor of the bill, stating that it was 
absolutely straight legislation and 
would do more to put cotton futures 
on a high plane than anything that 
could happen. He declared there 
were two bucket shops in the state 
operating openly which this bill 
would destroy. In speking of the 
three advantages of the bill, he

This was 
asked to enable the senators to 
study the provisions and be able to 
render an intelligent vote when the 
bill is taken from the table. 


Prohi Measure Falls. 


Senator Ragsdale's bill seeking to 
make the prohibition laws of the 
state more drastic was lost. It 
would make the violations of the 
bone dry law a felony and punish- 
able as such. 

Among the measures passed was a 
bill by Senator Dorris, of the Forty- 
eighth, affecting legal practice in 
the state of Georgia. It authorizes 
courts of record to make binding 
declarations of right and is pat- 
terned after the English law. Sen- 
ator Dorris, in explaining the bill, 
declared that it would tend to great- 
ly reduce legislation.

HEALTH CONSERVATION 


City and County Health Of- 
ficers in Session at State 
Health Board. 


The need for adequate preventive 
health measures properly enforced 
both as a means of wiping out dis- 
ease and of saving the state thou- 
sands of dollars annually was the 
topic around which most of the ad- 
dresses at Wednesday’s session of 


the school conference of cit and 
county health officers now "hele 
held at the rooms of the state boaru 
si egy centered. 
ajor Joseph Bowden, represent- 
ative of the U. S. health service, 
after telling of the reluctance of 
the state legislature to appropri. 
ate $28,000 for control and regula- 
tion of venereal diseases, a sum 
which would be matched by the 
government, made the statement 
that there are now at the academy 
for the blind at Macon 37 children, 
born blind as a result of venereal 
infection, who would cost the state 
$10,000 in care and training. 
Talking ypon the types of mind 
among def tives, Dr. V. V. Ander- 
son, head of the commission for the 
feeble-minded, declared that crime 
alone costs one and one-third times 
as much as all the educational in- 
stitutions of this country. Most of 
the, crime, he said, is committed by 
persons mentally abnormal, whw 
should be taken care of in special 
institutions, and given special train- 
ing. The segregation of the men- 
tally unfit would prevent a vast ex- 
pense from state and government 
funds, Dr. Anderson concluded. 


Compliments Atlanta 


While Georgia is behind in deal- 
ing with the two problems men- 
tioned above, Atlanta has some- 
thing to boast of in her attempt to 
keep down tuberculosis, according 
to James P. Faulkner, secretary of 
the W. P. Raoul foundation, who 
said, “Atlanta has the miost efficient 
anti-tuberculosis organization of 
any city south of Ohio, employing 
five full time nurses and holding a 
daily clinic.” 

Dr. T. F. Abercrombie opened the 
conference with an address of wel- 
come, and then turned the chair 
over to M. F. Haygood, who later 
spoke on some of the things which 
handicap the health officer. . 

An interesting speaker of the aft- 
ernoon session was Miss Chloe Al- 
len, who quoted figures showing 
that out of 2,000,000 men in the 
army inoculated for typhoid, there 
were only about 700 cases of the 
disease, showing that while the vac- 
cine is not infallible, its results are 
highly satisfactory. She said that 
if.typhoid had ravaged the army 
according to the ratio of the Span- 
ish-American war there would have 
been 384,000 cases during the world 


war. 

Other speakers on Wednesday 
were Dr. W. A. Davis, director of 
the bureau of vital statistics, who 
had for his subject “The Healtn 
Officer and his Relation to Birth 
Registration;” Dr. T. F. Sellars, + 
rector of the state laboratories; E. 
L. Webb, serologist, who discussed 
the technique of the Wasserman re- 
action for syphilis, and Ray C. Wer- 
ner, who spoke on water supply.

They can have good books come 
to them if the state will supply the 
library commission with some 
money upon which to operate. 


Wisconsin is.a state of farmers 
like Georgia, but Wisconsin does 
not let her country people lead 
book‘ess lives. Wisconsin people 
cannot all walk to a library like 
Massachusetts p ople, but a library 
can come to every one of their 
rural communities from tueir state 
library commission. 


Georgia needs to work along both 
lines. Our people should be en- 
couraged and st*’mulated to estab- 
lish more public libraries, and each 
library should, ia every case, serve 
not only its town, but its county, 
as is being done in Crisp and Ben 
Hill counties. 


The country people come to the 
central library in these counties 
and collections of books go out 
from the central library to remote 
parts of the county. 

We heve 24 public libraries in 
Georgia. We should have nearer 
124 county serving libraries. 

Forty-three towns in Georgia 
have over 2,000 population. Every 
one of these could maintain a 
county serving library. 

Fifty-nine Georgia towns have 
between 1,000 ard 2,000 population. 

Eyen these towns could maintain 
county serving libraries with the 
aid of the traveling libraries of the 
state commission. 

When the library commission has 
a working appropriation from the 
state all. these things can be 
brought about. 

Then, too, the parts of Georgia 
which ‘are too sparsely settled to 
mait.tuin even a county servin“ 
library can have their book needs 
met by good selections of books 
traveling to them back and forth 
from the capital.

Herald says 
that reports from the farming dis- 
tricts in that section indicate that 
“cotton is in a bad way, due to un- 
favorable weather conditions, and 
the boll weevil and its pesky tribe.” 

The Herald says that time was 
when such a situation would have 
spelt disaster to the farming inter- 
ests of that section, but— 

“Times have changed, and in noth- 
ing have there been more striking 
changes than in the agricultural 
methods of the section. There might 
be a complete failure of the cotton 
crop without disaster, though no one 
would be so foolish as to maintain 
that the total loss of a cotton crop 
would not entail a serious economic 
loss. The difference between past 
times and present is in the great 
number of money crops now as com- 
pared with the one that formerly 
‘was depended on.”

Editor Constitution: During the 
debate in the Georgia legislature 
on the federal suffrage amendment, 
the opponents of woman suffrage 
had one substitute for argument 
which they all frantically shouted, 
that Georgia, the pivotal state of 
the south, would take the lead in re- 
jecting the federal suffrage amend- 
ment and would be followed by a 
solid phalanx of southern states. 

Before their vote ts one week old 
Arkansas, a state as truly southern 
as Georgia, has ratified fhe federal 
amendment by an overwhelming ma- 
jority. Arkansas has declined to 
follow the lead of those statesmen 
who pretend to represent Georgia. 

In fact, the lead of the south had 
already been taken by Texas, the 
first southern state to act on the 
federal suffrage amendment. On 
June 28 Texas ratified, and er 
action was followed in a few 4095 
by Missouri. So, out of the twelve 
states that have already ratified 
the federal amendment, the south 
can boast three. 

The same dire predictions about 
the negro vote now being made in 
regard to the suffrage amendment 
2 uttered just as vociferously 

gainst the amendment providing for 
ks direct election of senators. But 
the forebodings of those statesmen 
who would meet 1919 facts with 
1865 arguments have not material- 
ized. The great men of 1865 did 
not go back half a century for guid- 
ance. 

Georgia, by rejecting the federal 
amendment, will probably he the 
only state in the union to say that 
its women are not fit to vote. 

Before the present legislature 
convenes again in June, 1920, there 
is but little doubt that Georgia wom- 
en will have the right to vo 
through the action of,other states 
than our own. 

The debt of gratitude, which we 
owe our friends in this legislature, 
will never be forgotten.

Mr. Otis brought 
to the attention of the Central of 
Georgia president. the matter of 
closing the Forsyth street under- 
pass, setting forth the great traffic 
congestion in the city because of a

Mr. Winburn also indicated that 
no change in the property would 
be necessary, as egress from the 
business houses that have basements 
near the viaducts could be provided 
without great trouble or expense, 


Amendment Held Up. 


The first official action taken or. 
the plan to close the Forsyth street 
underpass was when the city coun. 
cil adopted a resolution asking for 
a charter amendment giving the city 
the right to close the underpass. 

This amendment when brought be- 
fore the committee on municipal 
government was held up tempor- 
arily because of the fact that Rail- 
road Commissioner Murphey Candler 
had not had sufficient time and op- 
portunity to examine into its pro- 
visions, 

Mr. Candler had previously stated 
that the state might oppose the im- 

rovement, as the property of the

In a statement widely published in Wall street today, Bernard M. 
Baruch was quoted as defending stock market speculation on the 
ground that it equalized prices and enabled corporations to find a mar- 
ket for their securities in raising needed working capital. Doubtless 
the federal reserve board can add to this accepted argument in favor 
of speculation. Nevertheless, there is not a member of the board who 
does not know that there is a point past which speculation in the stock 
market can not go without hurting general business. That point is 
passed when the stock market is using funds that should be employed 
in general trade. .General business will need every dollar that can be 
raised for weeks and weeks to come. Hence speculation in stocks must 
temporarily take a back seat or else come a cropper. 

Wall Street Gossip. 


Wall street was notified today that the shares of the new Ameri- 
can Ship and, Commerce corporation had been admitted to the unlisted 
department of the Philadelphia exchange. Much interest is being dis- 
played here in these and the old outstanding Cramp shares. A number 
of inquiries have been received as to whether or not it was best to turn 
the old shares in for new ones. 

A comparison of today’s stock market prices with those of five 
years ago when the European war started shows some very striking 
changes. U. S. Steel was then selling at 51%; Central Leather 28; 
United States Rubber 45%; Crucible 15%; General Motors 58%. The 
railroad stocks five years ago were selling not very far away from 
the present prices. At that time Atchison was quoted at 89%, South- 
ern Pacific at 84%, Union Pacific at 113% and New Haven at 51. 

According to dispatches from Chicago, 100,000 western railroad 
employees are preparing to make demands for an increase of 10 per 
cent in wages.

COTTON IN GEORGIA 
OVERGROWN AND SAPPY 


Weather Bureau Reports 
Growth at Expense 
of Fruit. 


Washington, July 30.—Seasonable 
temperatures prevailed in the cot- 
ton belt, but rainfall continued 
heavy in many localities, according 
to the weekly report issued today 
by the weather bureau. 

Cotton made good growth in most 
sections of the belt, but at many 
places at the expense of fruit. Shed- 
ding is reported in many localities, 
particularly where rainfall has been 
heaviest. 

Heavy rains destroyed some cot- 
ton on lowlands in North Carolina, 
but elsewhere in that state it made 


rapid growth; it grew rapidly also 
in South Carolina and Georgia, but 
at the expense of fruit, and is over- 
grown and sappy in the latter state. 
Progress during the week was poor 
in Florida, and poor to fairly good 
in Alabama; it was satisfactory in 
the delta counties of Mississippi, 
and poor to good elsewhere. 

Conditions of the crop ranges from 
very poor in the southern ‘portions 
of Georgia, Alabama and Florida to 
fairly god in northern Alabama 
and very good in northern Georgia. 
In Texas the condition ranges from 
mostly poor in the east and near 
the coast to satisfactory elsewhere. 

The weather continued favorablé 
for weevil activity in most infested 
sections.

New York, July 30.—Stocks were 
subjected to widely conflicting in- 
fluences today, creating heaviness 
and occasional weakness in many 
of the shares which usually govern 
the course of the market.

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Many Candidates for City 
Offices for First Pri- 
mary in Which Women 
Will Cast Ballots. 


That the first primary in which 
women will take part will be an 
interesting and important one, be- 
came known Wednesday, whan 
George A. Morris, secretary and 
treasurer of the city executive 
committee, announced that there 
are sixty vacancies to be filled—12 
councilmen, 5 aldermen, 40 members 
of the city executive committee, a 
member of the board of education 
and head of the waterworks. 


Corparatively few of the candi- 
dates who will run have paid their 
registration fee, although this will 
have to be done by Monday noon. 
There is certain to be a last-min- 
ute rush for this registration, as 
there is for the women’s books. 

Many women have failed to register 
up to the present on account of negli- 
gence or lack of information on the 
offices which are to be fillled, of- 
fices some of which are of vital im- 
portance in municipal affairs. Dur- 
ing the last two days, however, 
there has been a noticeable increase 
in registrants, 

116 on Tuesday. 

On Tuesday the total reached 116, 
this being Tenth Ward day at the 
booths. Wednesday was the day 
set aside for the fourth ward, and 
there were between 50 and 75 to go 
to the courthouse. A reception com- 
mittee from the third ward will be 
in charge Thursday, and the women 
of this section of the city not yet 
registered are urged to come, if pos- 
sible, during the day. Mrs. C. P. 
Ozburn is chairman of the com- 
mittee. 

The following is the list of offices 
to be voted on in the primary, as 
given out by Mr. Morris, with the 
names of candidates who have an- 
nounced, or are expected to: 

First Ward: Councilmen: Tandy Con- 
ger, already in council, will probably be a 
candidate to succeed himself. Howard Par- 
ham has also been named as a possibility. 

Second Ward—Oouncilmen: Al Martin, 
present councilman, is expected to run. 

Third Ward—Councilman: Probably two 
candidates, one of them George W. Cooper, 
has qualified to enter the race. Aldermen: 
Councilman C. L. Chosewood has said he 
will run, though he has not registered for 
the race. 

Fourth Ward—Councilman: C. L. Ash- 
ley, present representative in council, has 
entered his tame with the secretary of the 
executive committee. Alderman: N . 
Miller is talked of as a candidate, although 
he has not announced. 

Fifth Ward—Councilman: Dr. J. B. Gold- 
en, now in council, expected to run. 

Sixth Ward—Councilman: Charles Austen 
has paid his registration fee. It is thought 
that his opponent will be Alvin Richards. 

Seventh Ward—Counctiman: W. C. Davis 
and (. C. Baggs have announced. = 
Brandt has said that he will run, though he 
has not entered the lists. Alderman: W. 
8. Richardson, present alderman, expected 


to run. 

Eighth Ward—Councilman: Probably W. 
D. offman, now in council. Alderman: 
E. H. Goodhart, announced; J. M. Hollo- 
well, spoken of as a candidate. 

Ninth Ward—Councilman: Claude Barn- 
well, announced; R. H. Jones has declared 
his intention of making the race. 

Tenth Ward—Conncilman: F. E. Maffett, 
present representative, paid his régistration 
fee Wednesda Opposition is expected but 
no other announcement has been made. 

Eleventh Ward—for the creation of which 
a bill is now pending in the legislature— 
Councilman: J Murphy, registered for 
the short term; John Faith, for the long 
term. Alderman: J. L. Carpenter, who has 
paid his fee. 

Executive Committee. 


There will be, it is understood, 
beeetwn 65 and 75 candidates for the 
city executive committee, which has 
40 members. A large number of 
those now serving will announce to 
succeed themselves. There are a 
great many yet to qualify for the 
race, Mr. Morris stated Wednesday. 
Paul Fleming, who drew the one- 
year term on the board of education, 
has said that he will again be a can- 
didate for the place. Mr. Fleming 
was elected last fall to serve as a 
member of the board from the dis- 
trict made up of the fourth and 
ninth wards. He was the choice of 
the Parent-Teacher associations of 
that ward, and was indorsed at a 
mass meeting of parents of that 
section. 

Many have expressed the opinion 
that when women are voting, their 
first interest will be in the educa- 
tional problems of the city, and it is 
thought that many interested in 
the schools have qualified to vote 
principally to participate in the de- 
cision on school matters. 

As chief of the waterworks, W. 
Zode Smith will be a candidate to 
succeed himself, and there seems to 
be little probability that he will 
have any opposition. 

Would Educate Women. 


Several women expressed the 
opinion Wednesday that the money 
which has been collected in fees 
for women’s registration should be 
used in educational work preparing 
the women of the city and state 
for the ballot, and in furthering 
the extension of suffrage in Geor- 
gia. Among advocates of this dis- 
position of the funds were Mrs. A, 
G. Helmer, president of the Fulton 
County Equal Suffrage party, and 
Mrs. A. T. Spalding, chairman for 
the fourth ward from the central 
committee of women citizens. 

“TI am constantly coming in con- 
tact with women who say that they 
have not registered because they 
do not see why they should,” Mrs. 
Helmer said. “Others tell me that 
they do not care anything about 
taking part in the city’s affairs. 

These women simply do not real- 
ize how many problems, which be- 
long peculiarly to women, have to 
be dealt with by the municipal au- 
thorities. Probably very few of 
them know of the work that is done 
among the young girls of the city, 
who have to be placed on proba- 
tion or looked after in some other 
way. 

“A woman who says she is not 
interested simply does not realize 
the extent of her responsibility as 
a woman, the responsibility she has 
for other children and other homes 
as well as her own. 


Little Work Done. 


“There has been very little edu- 
cational work along suffrage lines 
done in Georgia to prepare women 
for citizenship and its duties. It 
is not surprising, therefore, that 
some of our young and old women 
have been slow to see the impor- 
tance of their availing themselves 
of the opportunity to help in the 
building up of the city. 

“Many women have worked in 
clubs for civic betterment and then 
when the chance come to do con- 
structive work in the most effective 
way, to exert a definite influence 
in civic progress, they have said 
they didn’t think it was their place 
to go to the lis. It is not that 
they were not sincere when they 
were discussing what they would 
like to seé done in Atlanta in their 
gee sora of women in 
munici affairs fiot been

Councilman Mincey Re- 
quests Tabling Resolution 
on Public Welfare Board. 


Councjlman Ed T. Mincey, ex-of- 
ficlo member of the board of wel- 
fare, requested the charter revi- 
sion committee of council at its 
meeting Wednesday afternoon to 
take no action on a proposed char- 


ter amendment referred to the com- 
mittee at the last meeting of coun- 
cil to give the board of public wel- 
fare broader powers, and will with- 
draw the resolution next Monday 
— the body meets in regular ses- 
sion. 

No action was taken on a pro- 
posed charter amendment to elect 
the chief of construction by coun- 
cil instead of by the people as at 
present, and it is understood that 
this resolution will also be with- 
drawn or that council will be ask- 
ed to table it. 

The board of welfare sought in 
an amendment to the city charter 
to enlarge their powers to include 
the issuing of permits and the right 
to institute investigation of char- 
itable institutions and to compel the 
attendance of witnesses. 

Lack of time in which to obtain 
action by the legislature on the 
measures, even should they pass 
council, is taken as an explanaation 
of the move on the part of those 
sponsoring the amendments not to 
press them. 


RAIL MEN ARE CUT 
IN COST OF LIVING

present wages and income of the 


people will meet. ‘ 

The union officials called on 
Walker D. Hines, director general 
of the railroads, earlier in the day 
and presented the same case to him. 
Although only the engineers were 
represented at the conference here 
today it was intimated that any re- 
quest on the part of the engineers 
for increased wages to meet the in- 
creased cost of living will be ac- 
companied by similar requests from 
the other three brotherhoods, the 
firemen, trainmen and conductors. 

Fall Statement. N 

The statement presented to the 
president in full follows: 

“Mr. President and Gentlemen of 
the Cabinet: 

“The gentlemen accompanying 


me, with myself, constitute the ad- 
visory board of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers. They are the 
officers of that organization who are 
charged with the responsibility of 
safeguarding the interests of its 
membership and directing its policy. 
They come from practically every 
section of the United States ana 
Canada. They are in constant close 
touch with the rank and file of thea 
locomotive engineers, and also have 
a general knowledge of the condi- 
tions of all toiling classes. 

“At a meeting of this board, held 
in Cleveland, the matter of an in- 
crease in compensation commensur- 
ate with the conditions we find be- 
cause of the constantly increasing 
cost of living commodities was thor- 
oughly and studiously considered. 
We know that a widespread spirit 
of unrest exists among all classes, 
especially among Wage-earners 
whose wages will no longer provide 
adequate food, shelter and raiment 
for themselves and families. 

We believe this situation is 
brought about mainly by conscience- 
less profiteering by the great inter- 
ests who have secured contro] of all 
the necessaries of life. 

Increase Only Temporary. 

“At this time we find ourselves 
obliged to again request an increase 
in wages to meet the mounting cost 
of living; but we feel that, should 
this request be granted, the relief 
would be but temporary should 
prices contjnue to soar. 

“We believe the true remedy for 
the situation, and one that will re- 
sult in lifting the burden under 
which the whole people are strug- 
gling, is for the government to take 
some adequate measures to reduce 
the cost of the necessaries of life 
to a figure that the present wages 
and income of the people will meet. 
Should this not be considered feas- 
ible, we will be forced to urge that 
those whom we represent be granted 
an increase in wages to meet the 
deterioration of the purchase price 
of the dollar, be that what it may, 
which can be easily determined by 
competent authority. 

This action may be unique and 
it may be properly termed a pioneer 
movement in the history of labor 


organization in seeking an audience 


with the chief executive of our 
country and, in a manner, suggest- 
ing to him the convening of the 
members of his cabinet, or that por- 
tion that may be quickly assembled. 
However, the result sought seems 
to us to justify the means, and 
should our efforts in this direction 
completely fail, then we will be 
forced to request for those whom we 
represent the granting of an in- 
crease in wages to enable them to 
live according to the American 
standard. 


Dollar Decreased. 


“We invite your attention to the 
fact that approximately 77 per cent 
of the locomotive engineers are 
American-born citizens and it may 
be safely stated that the remain- 
ing per cent are naturalized citi- 
zens, and they have, of course, a 
great interest in not only their own 
welfare but in the welfare of all 
the people, and they are not un- 
mindful of your past efforts in be- 
half of the people, and they believe 
that they should exert every effort 
not only for themeslves but for the 
country in general, as well as the 
administration. Yet we find our- 
selves today earning less money 
than we did prior to the war. This 
can be demonstrated by simply tak- 
ing, as an illustration, a daily wage 
of $5.00 prior to the war, which at 
that time was worth 500 cents, and 
today it is worth approximately, 
judging from competent authority, 
only $2.15. 

“So, while it may be stated that 
we have had a substantial increase 
in compensation, when considering 
the dollar only as a medium of ex- 
change our income has been suDstan- 
tially decreased when compared 
with pre-war prices. 

“The -Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers appreciates the fact that 
all wages are being increased, and 
that constant demands are flowin 
to the employer and we must, o 
necessity, be mindful of the inter- 
ests of our craft; bat we do not 
believe that. increasing the com- 
pensation, accompanied by a greater 
increase in the cost of commodi- 
ties of life, will produce lasting ben-

any beverage made from a patent 
formula as in imitation of intoxi- 
gating drinks or any beverage con- 
taining any quantity of caffeine 
whatever. Coffee and tea are not 
included in the provisions of the 
bill, although they contain caffeine, 
on account of the fact that they are 
not made from a patent formula. 


Against Caffeine 6 


Senator Kea, in opening the hear- 
ing, stated My bill is aimed at any 
patent formula that carries any 
quantity of caffeine. Caffeine is a 
narcotic and drinks containing it 
are narcotic and should be pro- 
hibited as such. 

“A more damnable drink has nev- 
er been made than this victim- 
claiming drug. It has more victims 
tae any drink this side of eter- 
nity.” 

Mr. Hirsh convincingly denied 
Senator Kea’s charges. 

He brought out the fact that caf- 
feine in far greater quantities is 
contained in coffee and tea than in 
Coca-Cola, showing that a cup of 
coffee contains 2.2 grains of caffeine 
while Coca-Cola has only .50 grains 
in a glass. “If caffeine is injuri- 
ous it should be put out of busi- 
ness, but experiments by govern- 
ment experts have proven that this 
is not so.” 

To Protect Trade-Mark 


When asked by members of the 
committee what effect the removing 
of the caffeine from Coca-Cola 
would have he declared “None in 
the least on the drink, but it would 
affect the use of our trade-mark, 
on which we have spent millions 
in advertising.” 

He pointed out to the committee 
that the government had repeated- 
ly examined the drink, but never 
had they found anything wrong 
with it: He declared that no per- 
son had ever been injured by drink- 
ing it. 

Revresentative Hollis declared the 
bill “is simply an attempt to hin- 
der prosperous business enterprises 
and is unjust.” 

Senator Kea declared that he has 
up his sleeve much more vital evl- 
dence against the drinks which he 
will bring out at the committee 
meeting next Friday.

on the subject sent recently to both 
house and senate. There was no 
fight in committee on General 


rch. 

No indication of opposition was 
shown to General March personally 
in the split vote, and the vote divi- 
sion was not made on political lines. 
Committeemen who opposed giving 
General March the permanent rank 
of full general were quite willing 
that he should have the permanent 
rank of lieutenant general. The mi- 
nority group explained their opposi- 
tion in the matter by saying they 
did not believe there should be two 
permanent full generals in_ the 
army. Three republicans, Kahn, 
Green and Crago, and five demo- 
crats, Dent of Alabama, Quinn of 
Mississippi, Wise of Georgia, Fisher 
of Tennessee, and Harrison of Vir- 
ginia, voted to support March as 
permanent full general. 

It is difficult to predict when the 
bill will appear on the floor of the 
house, certainly not until after the 
recess and not before the middle of 
September. 

Opposition to honoring General 
Pershing with permanent rank is 
extremely unlikely. But there is 
no doubt General March will be the 
object of bitter attack from both 
sides of the house. As chief of the 
general staff he has appeared fre- 
quently before house committees 
making various and sundry investi- 
gations and his manner of giving 
testimony and making replies to 
questioning representatives has en- 
gendered among many sharp per. 
sonal dislike for him.

The president was said to have 
outlined to Mr. Cummins the tenta- 
tive itinerary of the trip he will 
take through the country to give the 
people an account of his steward- 
ship at Paris. The proposed trip 
was understood to have received the 
chairman’s approbation. 

In no state he visited, Mr. Cum- 
mings informed the president, did 
he find a majority of the people op- 
posed to the league of nations. On 
the contrary, he said, if the people 
had an opportunity to vote on the 
question today, a ten to one majority 
would be given in favor of imme- 
diate ratification of the league and 
covenant without change or reserva- 
tion.

CHANGES PROPOSED 
IN ARTICLES OF WAR 


Washington, July 30.—One new 
article of war and changes in thir- 


ty others have been recommended 
by the special board of officers ap- 
pointed early in the war to investi- 
gate the army court-martial system. 
In making this announcement to- 
day, Secretary Baker said he soon 
would transmit the board’s report 
to congress. 

“It may be said,” Mr. Baker’s an- 
nouncement said, “that the board, 
upon the whole, finds no radical de- 
fects in the system and it attributes 
the greater part of the just crit- 
icism, not to inherent faults of the 
system itself, but rather the inex- 
perienced personnel called upon to 
administer it at a time of stress 
when the great thing was to get 
four million men quickly in shape 
for the fighting line.” 

The board was composed of Major 
General F. J. Kernan, who organ- 
ized the sérvice of supply in France; 
Major General John F. O’Ryan, 
who commanded the 27th national 
guard division, and Lieuetenant Col- 
onel Hugh W. Ogden, judge advo- 
cate, who served with the Rainbow 
division. 

Secretary Baker said these offi- 
cers were selected after the contro- 
versy over the existing ocurt-mar- 
tial system began, because it was 
desired to have every class of Amer- 
ican opinion represented. The board 
invited expressions of opinion on the 
army legal system “from all officers 
who had exercised general court- 
martial jurisdiction during the war 
and from all judge advocates who 


nad been commissioned and func- 


tioned as such during the same pe- 
riod,” It received and analyzed 
some 2265 letters and formulated 
its own views as a result of its 
study of these statements. 

“The board has submitted recom- 
mendations for changes in some 
thirty of thé articles of war and has 
proposed one new article,” said Mr. 
Baker. “The general trend of the 
work had been in the direction of 
a development of the present Sys- 
tem and does not constitute a rad- 
ical departure from the old one, 
which had--heen growing and de- 
veloping for centuries precisely as 
other systems of law have been so 
growing and so developing in the 
same period.” 


C. G. EDWARDS FIGHTS

Savannah, Ga., July 30.—(s
